Religion  classes  loo  . . . 

Hearings  set  for  four  cases 
as  Honor  court  convicts  two 

At  a confidential  session  of  the  Honor  Council  held 
Tuesday,  March  28,  two  cases  were  tried  and  verdicts  passed 
on  violators  of  the  Honor  Code.  Both  cases  resulted  from 
violations  in  religion  classes. 

The  first  case  tried  was  a fellow  who  had  tampered  with 
a roll  book  in  an  attempt  to  change  his  attendance  record. 
He  was  found  guilty  on  the  evidence  received  and  the  honor 
council,  charging  this  as  a serious  offense,  recommended  to 
the  instructor  of  the  class  the 
punishment  of  lowering  his  grade 
one  mark. 

In  the  second  case  three  stu- 
dents in  another  religion  class 
cheated  during  the  final  exam- 
ination given  Winter  Quarter.  The 
examination  papers  were  submit- 
ted by  the  professor  to  the  Honor 
Council  for  inspection.  Upon  re- 
viewing the  evidence  the  council 
found  them  guilty,  and  recom- 
mended that  the  students  be  fail- 
ed in  the  examination.  In  both 
cases  the  verdict* of  guilty  was 
unanimous.  ' 

All  Honor  Council  trials 
are  private  and  attended  only 
by  the  eleven  members  of 
the  Honor  Council  and  the 
defendants  and  witnesses.  Ac- 
cused persons  may  face  their 
accusers. 

Names  of  the  violators  w ‘111 
not  be  divulged  but  the  list 
of  the  violations  and  a state- 
ment of  the  recommended 
penalties  will  be  posted  ac- 
cording to  the  Article  V,  Sec- 
tion 1,  Part  C,  of  the  Honor 
Code  procedure  which  states: 

All  records  of  violations  and 
the  penalties  of  the  unnamed 
culprits  shall  be  published  in 
the  official,student  newspaper 
and  posted  on  the  library 
bulletin  board.”

This  is  the  year  that  the  colleges  will  graduate  their  first 
completely  post-war  class,  which  means  that  a larger  number  of 
students  than  ever  before  will  receive  degrees  in  June.  According 
to  forecasts,  1950  will  also  mark  the  end  of  the  post-war  boom  in 
American  business.  Instead  of  expanding  as  it  has  done  in  the  three 
previous  years,  industry  will  be  .attempting  to  consolidate  the  gains 
already  made. 

General  Electric  corporation,  which  hired  110  college 
men  in  1949,  plans  to  hire  between  thirty  and  forty  in  1950. 
Sears  Roebuck  & Co.  has  been  forced  to  stop  its  college 
visiting  program. 

To  cope  with  this  problem  of  unemployment,  one  college  de- 
cided to  institute  a special  program  for  graduating  seniors.  Headed 
by  an  associate  dean  and  occupational  counselor,  the  committee 
uses  a seven-point  program. 

The  student  first  fills  out  a questionaire  concerning  his 
qualifications  and  his  choice  of  occupation.  He  is  then  dSrect- 
ed  to  career  guidance  shelves  in  the  library  and  this  is  fol- 
lowed up  by  a vocational  guidance  test;  although  this  last 
measure  seems  like  a rather  futile  one  after  four  years  of 
training. 

When  these  steps  have  been  followed  and  the  student  is  thor- 
oughly acquainted  with  the  subject  matter  in  his  prospective  field, 
interviews  are  arranged  with  alumni  and  traveling  personnel  rep- 
resentatives of  large  corporations. 

It  seems  to  us  that  any  senior  that  plans  on  graduating 
this  June  who  has  not  investigated  his  possibilities  by  now 
is  in  a good  position  to  be  left  holding  his  diploma.

The  student  government  system 
of  Brigham  Young  University  is 
one  of  the  best  in  the  United 
States  according  to  a survey  con- 
ducted recently  by  a student  gov- 
ernment class  under  the  super- 
vision of  Stewart  L.  Grow. 

From  among  seventy  univ- 
ersities that  were  surveyed 
the  BYU  ranked  at  the  top 
for  having  a democratic  and 
efficiently  operated  system. 
Many  of  the  nations  univer- 
sities have  over-complicated 
systems  in  handling  student 
governmental  affairs,  it  was 
discovered. 

With  an  executive  and  legislat- 
ive division  of  government  and 
with  an  honor  council  being  near- 
ly a judicial  division,  BYU  has 
a system  closely  related  to  that 
of  the  U.S.A. 

Suggested  improvements  for 
included  the  placement  of  AWS 
and  AMS  presidents  on  the  ex- 
ecutive council,  and  the  organiz- 
ation of  a judicial  division  of 
governmfent  that  will  handle  all 
cases  which  may  arise.
